WHY POWERS 
ARE TOTTERING 


Mr. Stanley Resse of ein 
England, Sunday night addredsed an 
Inter=ated: audience on the subject of 
“Why World. Powers are Tottering. 
The Remedy." The speaker who. was 
manifestly acquainted with condit- 


‘fons in Europe said In substance: 


Whoever looks cut over the world 
* today sees a ° condition without par- 
allel in history. Up to 1914 the work 
had gradually come to esteem itself 
to be Christian.‘ The nations, he 
said, were generally styled ‘“'Chris- 
tian Nations.” In this’ they were 
self-deceived. The Bible stated they 
were “the kingdoms of: this world,” 
that they were not Christian, had not 
the spirit of Christ In thelr nctivities 
and }f-mensured by the spirit of the 
praper which alt professed Chris- 
tiahs are praying ‘‘Forgive us ouf 
trespasses, as we forgive those who 
trespass against us," would be se- 
verely judged. x 

Many reallzed that we were living 
under strange conditions and in al 
pecullar time. | Some try to persuade 
themselves that what they see today! 
in merely the recurrence of what’ has 
repeated Itself time and time again 
during past centuries. These lull!

When the fishing season opened on 
the West coast of- Vancouver - Is- 
land recently the Indians of this dis- 
trictywere ready. 
reached them at the Skidegate and 
other nearby missions that packers 
were ready to handle their fish cat- 
ches the Indians started out in thelr 

sboats for the Queen Charlotte Is- 
lands, involving & passage across 
somo of the roughest water In the 
North Paclitic. 

Wives and famlliles ‘accompanied 
many of the fishermen and wien 
the boats once landed on the Queen 
Charlotte's fishing settlements which 
serve as a base, for thelr boats were 
established by the Indians. Every 
morning the boats set forth regard- 
less of weather conditions and re 
turn:with thelr catch. The women 
and children clean the fish ashore 
and prepare it for packing. When 
tho season fs over the Indians scatter 
for the canneries where they are em- 
ployed until November. 

Many of the Indians are Haidas, 
the present gencration of a tribe, 
which for years was the terror of the 
British Columbia coast, invading 
peaceful villages of the south, trav- 
elling for hundreds of miles in thelr 
narrow war canocs.

New Haven, Conn., June 18.— 
Crown’ Prince Augustus Adolphus of 
Sweden will find a bond of friendship 
between this city-and his country of 
years standing” when he arrives here 
to recelye.an honorary degree from 
Yale University. 

The Crown Princes visit recalls the 


early work pf Captain John Ericsson. 


Swedish patriot who invented the 
historic Monitor of Civil war fame. 
New Haven recognized the Inventor's 
achievements several years ago with 
a monument and tabdlet extolling his 
contributions to America. 

Through the financial and political 
efforts of {Cornelis Scranton Bush- 
nell, New Haven citizen, Ericssoff 
was able to convince the government 
of the worth of his inventions and 
secured, from it his first. contract. 
Busbnell’s meeting with Ericsson left 
the former with a high regard for 
Ericsson's ability and a warm friend- 
ship developed. 

It was through Bushnell that Erlcs- 
son obtained a hearing before the 
Nava] Board and later secured the 
aid and interest of President Lin- 
coln,, In“offering sefloating battery 
to the United States, Ericsson suc- 
ceaftully overrode obatacles of in- 
credulity with the result that Sec- 
retary of the Navy, Gideon Welles, 
ordered the contract for the Monitor 
which was to cost $750,000. ’ 

The subsequent actions
